Waterside Matilda 2d (6318), champion cow at a succession of 
Highland Society’s shows, her produce winning the Family Prize 
also at Aberdeen in 1883. The Matildas had all the superlative 
characters of the breed to which they belonged. The life of “The 
Shire” having been curtailed he had not the chance to continue his 
record as a prepotent sire as he was proving himself to be. His 
breeding sponsor regarded him as the “Beau Brummel” of the 
breed. 

Petrarch 923 (1258) that won second to Paris 1166 (1473) at 
Paris was by Hero of Mulben 567 (742) and was of this branch. 
Hero of Mulben was by Elgin 576 (742) that brought a fresh in- 
fusion of the full flowing stream of Aberdeen blood into the line of 
heirs. Petrarch’s dam was out of Pride of Mulben 848 (1919) by 
Jim Crow 4th 869 (352) and so on.

Bright was the sire of McCombie 2217 (480), sire of 
Bella Mary (1503) whose dam was Blanche (1117) by Black Jock 
of Tillyfour 365, ete. McCombie’s dam being Miss McCombie 
(1118) by Don Fernando (514) and out of Fancy of Tillyfour 
(1195) whose sire was Hanton and dam The Belle (205) of the 
Queen Mother tribe. Bella Mary was bred by William Dingwall 
Fordyce, Mr. McCombie’s colleague in Parliament and was exhibited 
by George Bruce at Paris 1878 proving herself a really “farrow” 
cow that next appeared at Smithfield. She stood first in.the aged 
cow class at Paris, Sybyl 1st of Tillyfour being second. 

Belonging to the Branch, Knight of the Shire 846 (1499) was 
by Dragon 820 (1198); “the Shire’s” dam being Pride 3d of Mulben 
848 (1919) by Elgin 576 (724) of Paterson’s Elaboration of May- 
flower 4th foundation with Jock of Tillyfour 580 (87). Pride of 
Mulben 3d was purchased at the same Mulben sale at which Sir 
George purchased Pride of Mulben, her dam, the writer being pre- 
sent with “the laird.” “This sale marked the turning point of Tilly- 
four to his own foundation stock as well as of Ballindalloch’s anx- 
lety to share in the opportunities offered to acquire members of 
the same blood.

Kansas City Exchange 4o/ds Ist Show 


The first annual calf sale for 1930 was 
held at the Kansas City Stock Yards on 
Friday morning, September 5th, under 
the direction and supervision of the Boys’ 
and Girls Live Stock Committee of the 
Kansas City Live Stock Exchange. The 
sponsoring of these sales was undertak- 
en by the Live Stock Exchange six years 
ago and the active work turned to a com- 
mittee of alert, young men, members of 
the organization, along with other em- 
ployees of the various firms making up 
the Exchange’s membership. 

At the time the sales were inaugurated 
splendid progress was being made in en- 
listing many farm boys and girls under the 
4-H and Vocational banners and a problem 
was confronting the leaders in how best to 
dispose of the calves after they have been 
fattened out. It was with their characteris- 
tic desire to be of all possible assistance and 
service in the work among the boys and 
girls that the Kansas City Live Stock Ex- 
change proffered their best efforts toward 
the end of facilitating the disposition of 
boys and girls live stock, and the offer was 
promptly accepted by the leaders in the 
movement. 

The committee of young men appointed to 
direct and supervise the sales started out on 
their job with an enthusiasm born of a priz- 


ed opportunity to serve these young farmers 
and gave real study to the working out of 
the best system for conducting the sales. It 
was slow work at first because facilities at 
a public live stock market are not placed 
there for sales by auction and it was 
thought best, in order that each calf sell on 
its merits and receive the benefit of full 
competition within the time available, to 
handle them individually with an auctioneer 
in charge. Several auctioneers were tried 
out but the permanent position went to Col- 
onel Jack Blagg, formerly a buyer on this 
market but now located at Gardner, Kansas. 
The Colonel has been crying the sales now 
for some four years and because of his per- 
sistent efforts to get “that extra quarter” 
out of the buyers, combined with a genuine 
personality, he has found a warm spot in 
the hearts of the boys and girls who send 
their calves to Kansas City to be sold. The 
experience gained by the members of the 
committee during the years in conducting 
the sales has resulted in a system that 
would be the envy of the best organized auc- 
tions held anywhere.

Live Stock in Drought Areas. 


To give live stock farmers in drought- 
stricken areas the benefit of scientific 
knowledge bearing on their problems, the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture has just is 
sued a new publication, Circular 140-(, 
entitled “Handling Live Stock Durig 
Drought.” The authors, E. W. Sheets ani 
William Jackson of the Bureau of Animl 
Industry, in consultation with other depatt- 
ment specialists, discuss rations that inclute 
low-priced grains, by-products, silage and 
other roughages, soiling crops, and tempor 
ary pastures. 

Although certain classes of live stock may 
be underfed for a time without injury, live 
stock owners are advised not to underfeed 
young stock or pregnant animals. If feed 
is so scarce that sacrifices must be made, it 
is advisable to cull low producers and other 
inferior animals. The circular discuss 
water requirements and methods of hand- 
ling live stock most profitably after as wel 
as during periods of drought. It also sug 
gests means of reducing, by suitable prepal- 
ations, losses from future droughts. Cir 
cular 140-C is being distributed to extension 
workers and other cooperators in areas a 
fected by the dry weather. Copies may 
be obtained on application to the Office o 
Information, U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, Washington, D. C.

made at Caledonia, Batavia, and at Lock- 
port fairs. 

“The fair competition was brought to a 
close in this state by the annual meeting 
and banquet following the day’s judging of 
the breed at the State fair at Syracuse on 
September 4th. The classes in general were 
well filled and that is saying a lot for the 
state of New York. Only about one class 
showed less than one-half dozen well fitted 
animals and in some classes nearly a dozen 
competed. The judge found the Grand 
Champion bull in the Briarcliff aged bull, 
Eventuation of Page, and the Grand Cham- 
pion female in the Briarcliff aged cow, Min- 
nie 4th. When it is remembered that the 
Junior Champion at Ohio was made Junior 
Champion here at Syracuse, it will be re- 
called how great the competition was. 

“Probably the greatest delight of all was 
the show of District Groups. The state had 
been divided by the Eastern Aberdeen-An- 
gus Breeders’ Association into Western, 
Central and Eastern groups. A group was 
to consist of ten animals, both sexes to be 
represented and steers to be included up to 
the number of three. The three groups 
about surrounded the ring of the coliseum 
and several people told me afterwards that 
it was one of the most impressive sights 
they had witnessed at the Syracuse State 
fair. Next year it is the hope of the Asso- 
ciation to increase the number of groups 
very materially, but the importance of the 
breed in this state can be judged when I say 
that every herd exhibited but one was own- 
ed in this state. 

“In the evening at the Syracuse Hotel the 
annual meeting was held for the selection 
of officers and the transaction of business. 
Mr. W. A. McGregor, Briarcliff Farms, Pine 
Plains, New York was returned President, 
Mr. Lee Colton of Geneva, New York was 
made Vice-President, Proffessor R. B. Hin- 
man of Cornell University was made Secre- 
tary and to the new office of Treasurer was 
elected Mr. T. M. Scoon, of Geneva, New 
York. 

“Much of the details of business was left 
to the Executive Committee and then about 
thirty-five plates were spread for the an- 
nual banquet on on the tenth floor of the 
Syracuse Hotel. Entertaining talks were 
made by Mr. Mills of New York, Mr. James 
Watson of Springfield and Professors F. B. 
Morrison and E. S. Savage of Cornell Uni- 
versity. After taking a picture, the annual 
banquet broke up. 

“It seems to me that from what I have 
observed, the breed can take heart in what 
the next few years hold for it. The exhibi- 
tors at the Syracuse State fair were nearly 
all New York farmers and the breed is fast 
becoming the main stay of several men 
whose business it is to make a living. We 
look forward with pleasure to what the 
breed can accomplish in the next year, based 
on what it has done in the past.”
